No. 86Marine.—The following revised regulations for the admission of locally selected 
candidates into the Bengal Pilot Service at Calcutta have been sanctioned by the Government 
of Bengal, and are published for general information :— 


REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMISSION OF LOCALLY SELECTED CANDI- 


DATES INTO THE BENGAL PILOT SERVICE AT CALCUTTA, COR- 
RECTED UP TO JULY 1904. 


1. In any year in which a local candidate is to be appointed to the Bengal Pilot see 
a competitive examination will be held in or about the month of March, and six months 
prior notice of the examination will be published by the Local Government. The number. of 
vacancies available for local candidates shall also be declared, and they will be filled up by 
the successful candidates in order of merit; but no local candidate shall be appointed who 
does not satisfy the Examiners, or who in other respects does not come up to the require- 
ments of the following rules. 

2. Candidates must be not less than 18, or more than 22 years of age, and descended’ 
from European or Eurasian parents domiciled in India. They must produce a. Board of 
Trade or Colonial Certificate of Competency as a 2nd Mate or any higher grade. Provided 
that an intending candidate who, in the month of March in any year in which no examina- 
tion is held, is not more than 22 years of age, and has fulfilled the conditions of service 
laid down in Rule 4 below, shall not be debarred, on account of being over the prescribed 
age, from appearing at the next examination held. 

Every candidate must produce a medical certificate of good health and physical 
fitness to work as a Pilot in a tropical climate, and also satisfactory evidence as to his moral 
character. Every passed candidate will, before appointment, be required to undergo a 
further examination as to his physical fitness by the Medical Board sitting at Oaleutta, and 
will not be Ry A unless the Board certifies him to be in all respects physically fit to work 
as a Pilot on the Hooghly. ! 

4, He must have served at sea for four years in a merchant sailing vessel of not less 
than 300 tons register, employed in the foreign trade, asa seaman or apprentice, and must 
produce satisfactory certificates from the Masters he has sailed under. 

5. Before being admitted to the examination, the candidate will have to satisfy the 
Examiners that he has passed the Middle Scholarship Examination under the Code of 


Reguiations for European Schools, or that he has passed the Calcutta Universi

9. After three years’ service as Mate Pilot, he will be permitted to go up for an 
examination to qualify for appointment as Master Pilot, and, if successful, he will be pro- 
moted to that grade on the ocurrence of a vacancy. 

his rule does not apply to Mate Pilots who entered the service without a 2nd 
Mate’s Certificate of Competency. Such officers will be required to serve four years"as 
Mate Pilot before being eligible for permanent promotion. ‘ 

10. ‘Vacancies which ocour in the grade of Branch Pilot will be filled up by promotion 
from the Master Pilots’ grade. : 

11. Pilots are not entitled to any salary while on pilotage duty, but receive as their 
remuneration a share, at present 50 per cent., but liable to alteration at the discretion of the 
Government of Bengal, of the pilotage dues paid by ships piloted by them. 

12. The Government of Bengal reserves to itself the right to require all Pilots to 
obtain a Home Trade Master Mariner’s certificate before they are promoted to be Senior 
Master Pilots. 

18. Every member of the Pilot Service is subject to such rules as the Government of 
India, or as the Government of Bengal under the control of the Government of India, may 
from time to time respectively make in regard to discipline, leave, leave allowances, number 
of officers in the service, distribution into grades, tonnage of ships to be allotted to the 
several grades, etc., and in all respects he is amenable to such orders as may be passed by 
the Government of Bengal, and is liable to degradation, suspension, and dismissal, by the 
Government of Bengal for any breach of such rules or orders, or for misconduct. 

‘14. The principal leave and pension rules at present in force are contained in Chapter 
XXXIII of the Civil Service Regulations, fourth edition, and are summarised in Chapters 
XXXI and XXXTI of the Code of Regulations for the Bengal Pilot Service, but it is to be 
understood that the rules are subject to alteration at the discretion of the Government of 
India. Pilots are required to contribute towards the cost of pensions for their widows and 
orphans under rules which will be found in the chapter of the Civil Service Regulations 
quoted above.
